NNESSEE CONTINUES 
UN SOUTHERN FARES 


One and Half Cent Rate Is 
Extended in Intrastate 
Traffic. 


ae Prices Average Cheaper---Quality Considered 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 25.—(# 
Southern railway system was di- 
rected by the Tennessee railroad and 
public utilities commission today to 
*put into effect from June 1 to Sep- 
tember 30, inclusive, an experimental 
one-way passenger coach fare of one 
and a half cents a mile on 111 intra- 
state traffic. 

On September 16, 19232, the South- 
ern Railway Company was permitted 
to reduce the one-way coach fare be- 
tween Chattanooga and Knoxville 
from 3.6 cents a mile to 1.5 cents, 
and on February 1 this rate was made 
applicable all the way between Chat- 
tanooga and Bristol, but was to ex- 
pire by limitation on April 30. 

The company’s application to ex- 
tend the rate hetween Chattanooga 
and Bristol until September 30 next 
was opposed by the Tennessee Coach 
Company, which parallels the route. 
Pending a hearing, the commission 
allowed the:rate continued in effect. 

Today's order of the commission 
continued the one and a half cent ra‘: 
between Chattanooga and Bristol un- 
til June 1, at which time it directed 
the schedule to be extended over all 
the Southern railway system's lines

BERLIN, May 25.—(#)—tThe re- 
organization’ of Europe on a racial 
basis under German initiative was 
advocated today by Franz Von Pa- 
pen, German vice chancellor, at a 
meeting of delegates of border popu- 
lation at Iburg. 

Racial provisions in the peace trea- 
ties, Von Papen said, are largely due 
to President Wilson’s ignorance. of 
racial mixtures. The treaties, he said, 
had accelerated the Balkanization of 
Europe and the League of Nations 
had utterly failed to protect minori- 
ties in an adequate manner. 

In Europe alone, the vice chancel- 
lor said, Germans are distributed 
through 25 states.

In the beginning, the association of the picnic idea with 


this holiday observance probably came about by the necessity for people 
to carry their lunches with them on the long trips to the various ceme- 


teries, where the graves of the soldier dead were decorated anew, . Grad: 


ually, as transportation facilities made this duty simpler and the time 
necessary for it shorter, the idea of a family holiday gradually asserted 


itself. 


Today, the day is celebrated as a vacation period by thousands of 


people who hail it as the first day of respite from work since Washing- 


ton’s birthday. ' 

For these people, who get into the 
car and seek the country for a day 
of peace, suggestions are in line as to 
interesting food. 

One of the main dishes taken along 
is potato salad. This is necessary 
because it is filling and heat-produc- 
ing, and. accomplishes these two func- 
tions with the least expenditure of 
energy on the homemaker’s part and 
with the least room required for car- 
rying it. But potato salad may be a 
dish fit for the king, or not fit to eat, 
depending upon the way it is made. 
Here are rarious methods of making 
it, some of them national in character : 

California Potato Salad. 

Six large boiled potatoes, 1 bunch 
celery,.2 large apples, 1 cueuwmber, 
mayonnaise dressing or whipped cream 
dressing. 

Dice the vegetables and apples, com- 
bine with the dressing selected, sea- 
son and serve cold on bed of lettuce.

American Potato Salad. 


The typical American-made potato 
salad is a combination: of diced or 
sliced potatoes, chopped onions, minced 
parsley, hard-cooked chopped eggs and 
sometimes left-over string beans or 
peas, the whole moistened with may- 
onnaise, French or boiled dressing. 
Some people chop some fresh cucum- 
bers and add them to the salad, ‘but 
this is not a good thing to do if the 
salad must be carried sometime be- 


fore eating it. 


Hungarian Potato Salad, 

Two cups sliced cooked potatoes, 
1 small onion, minced; 1 pickled beet, 
minced, 1 sliced cucumber, 1-2 cup 
vinegar, a Dutch herring, 4 sardines, 
1 tablespoon boiled. ham, minced; salt 
and pepper to taste.

Souffle Potato Salad. 

Eight medinm boiled potatoes, 8 
tablespoons vinegar, 4 tablespoons 
olive oil, 1-2 tablespoon onion juice, 
1 teaspoon salt. 

Put the hot peeled potatoes through 
a potato ricer. Add other ingredienta, 
mix well and chill thoroughly, . beat- 
ing first with a perforated wooden 
spoon. If the potatoes seem to be 
too thick. add a little hot water if 
needed. Be careful in adding this. 
as it is very easy. to make the mix- 
ture too thin, and that would’ spoil 
the texture of the salad. 

When cold and ready to serve, 
place the souffle potatoe salad in a 
salad bowl lined with hearts of let- 
‘tuce,. or bright crisp leaf. lettuce if 
available, then sprinkle the salad 
liberally with paprika, dot with 
capers and garnish with finely minced 
fresh parsley or watercress. 

Dublin Potate Salad. 

To 1 1-2 cups mashed potatoes, 
add 2 tablespoons melted butter, 1 1-2 
tablespoons vinegar, 2 tablespoons 
minced parsley, agen scraped 
onion, 1-2 teaspoon salt.

WASHINGTON,:* May 25.—(4)— 
Since the war J. P. Morgan & Com- 
pany, in association with other under- 
writers, has sold $6,024,444,200 in se- 
curities to the public, it was revealed 
today in the senate banking commit- 
tee’s investigation of the famous bank- 
ing firm. Of these $2,098,953,000 
have been retired. 

The statement of Morgan operations 
was placed in the record by George 
Whitney, youthful appearing partner 
in the firm. , 


Public. offerings of foreign govern- 
ments and corporations, he said, 
amounted to $2,232,757,000. 

They were offered to the public at 
an average price of 94.69 and the av- 
erage market price on May 11, Whit- 
ney said, was 81.07, 

Morgan sales of railroad bonds dur- 
ing this period, Whitney added, total- 
ed $1,845,639,300, at an average price 
of $96.58. 

The average current market price 
on May 11 was $63.49 and a total of 
$125,079,000 was in default. 

The aggregate principal of public 
utility bonds, including obligations of 
public utility holding companies, offer- 
ed to the public, said Whitney, was 
$1,074,750,000. Of these $268,269,800 
have been retired in the main, by con- 
version, and by redemption at prices 
ranging from 105 per cent to 110 per 
cent or by payment at maturity. 

The average price at which these 
bands were offéred to the public was 
97.08 per cent. The average current 
market price on May 11, 1933, was 
95.68. None of these bonds, it was 
stated, is in default in the payment 
of principal or interest.

Judge Sibley Lauds Late 
Governor in Speech at 
Athens. 


ATHENS, Ga., May 25.—The 
memory of Joseph Emerson Brown, 
governor of Georgia during the War 

tween the ip was eulogized to- 
day by Federal Judge Samuel H. Sib- 
ley at the dedication of a dormitory 
bearing the statesman’s name on the 
University of Georgia eampus. 

His independence of thougpt,. his 
foresight and the soundness of 
views in the light of subsequent times 
were extolled by the jurist, who is a 
member of the United States circuit 
court of appeals and an alumnus of 
the university. 

Judge Sibley described © Governor 
Brown as “an ardent temperance ad- 
vocate” and a champion of education 
in advance of his time. 

“With no system of public schools 
in Georgia, but only an unpopular 
fund: to aid-poor persons, Governor 
Brown in his message of 1858 urged 
the use of the earnings of the State 
Railroad to accumulate a fund of $4,- 
000,000, the interest of which was to 
be used in building school houses and 
helping to pay teachers. But the 
plan was rejected.” the judge said. 

Appointment of a state chemist to 
analyze soil and a state geologist to 
advance mineral resources of Géorgia 
were cited as other examples of 
Brown's progressive thought. 

“Governor Brown was equally far- 
sighted and more fortunate” as re- 
gards to war,” Judge Sibley contin- 
ued, “Secession was in his blood. 
He thought the eccasion justified its 
use but that coercion would likely fol- 


ow. 

“In 1868 Brown advised acceptance 
of reconstruction, participated in the 
election and the convention and the 
making the best of a bad situation. 
He knew his stand would’ be unpop- 
ular but said ‘my judgment is clear, 
and though criticism may prevail for 
the remainder of my days, posterity 
at least will vindicate my motives and 
the soundness of my advice.’ 

Governor Brown gave $50,000 to 
the university to assist boys needing 
jaelp in getting an education. He 
made the gift in memory of a son, 
Charles MeDonlad Brown, who died 
as an undergraduate at the university. 

In 50 years the fund has gréwn 
to- more than $200,000 and $150,000 of 
it was used to’ build the dormitoty 
with the co-operation of Brown’s de- 
scendants. The original $50,000 re- 
mains as a bonded investment. 

The exercises today opened with a” 
faculty. procession in academic cos- 
tume, followed by a musical program 
directed _by Hugh, Hodgson, head of 
oe music department at the univer- 
sity. 

Many members of the Brown fam- 
ily, descendents of the former gover- 
nor, were present.

For Exact Timing

strong behind him. 

Paul Earle, a tall bundle of co-ordinated S.ooting nerves, 
smashed targets with something akin to’ ferocity yesterday at 
the Capitol Gun Club. Some shooters do hit harder than others 
—making the target disappear suddenly as if some invisible. 
hammer had reached out and shattered it into blue dust that 
drifts off with the wind. : 

No one caught him. But he put the pressure on the 
others. He was hitting them—248 out of 250—with 
something like the regularity of a machine. Sometimes 
they get a streak like that. He ran out near 200 with- 
out a miss. And when they de it is something to watch. 
This game of trapshooting is one wherein all the niceties 

of timing and all the refined torture of competition is min- 
gled. The strain, so the shooters say, is an intangible strain, 
but it becomes, finally, a very tangible one. 

A shooter often finds everything coming his way. 
The gun seems to flow to his shoulder, his,cheek and 
eye settle with one motion and he fires without any 
strain, knowing even before he fires that he will hear 
the monotonous call of “‘dead’’ from the caller behind 
him. On other days things go wrong. The smooth mo- 
tion of the gun and the smooth pull goes haywire. 
Nothing is right. The game goes all to pieces. 
Trapshooting is more comparable with golf than any other 

sport. No other sport requires more exactness of timing, more 
complete concentration. 

A great shooter, busy with a string of targets which 
he seems sure of running out, moves as in ‘a daze. He 
speaks to no one. The world becomes centered about 
the trap before which he stands and the void beyond 
in which the blue-black discs whirl out and are powdered 
into dust. Were that concentration to be broken it 
would be problematical whether it could again be re- 
gained. I recall once talking with Mark Arie, one of 
the greatest of trapshots, a former champion and al- 
ways a near-champion. 

“The ideal mental condition is a completely void one,” he 
said. ‘Do not think about anything. Just stand there with the 
mind a blank and shoot. | think that is why I have some'slight 
success. 1! have nothing in my head to worry me.” 

What the good ones do, of course, is to concen- 
trate so thoroughly that they forget their bodies. They 
move without being aware of it. And out of this per- 
fect concentration comes that fluid timing and smooth- 
ness of form which makes the great shooter great.

For some time the solid man of box- 
ing, sage of the New York state ath- 
letic commission, has been failing in 
health and the warm, humid weather 
of the last few days and the excite- 
ment of his birthday proved too much 
for him. 

He. was up and about with the dawn 
as usual but the fog hanging over his 
Westchester farm and the burden of 
several early morning telephone calls 
sapped his strength and when his 
physician, Dr. Henry T. Kelly, made 
his morning call he found Muldoon in 
bed and hardly strong enough to lift 
his head.

Muldoon is suffering from arthritis 
and has never fully recovered from a 
gland operation last year but as Dr.

IF COACH GOES 


Circulated and Signed 
by Hundreds

ATHENS, Ga., ‘May 25;—Aroused 
students tonight circulated petitions 
disapproving of the dismissal of Bill 
White, veteran Georgia baseball coach, 
and sa a ot that he be reinstated 
as coach of the Bulldog team, which he 
recently led to the Southeastern con- 
ference and state championships. 

Coach White's dismissai ‘ame 
known today when he admitted to re- 
porters that H. J. Stegeman, director 
of athletics, had told him that he 
srould not be rehired with the expi- 
ration of his contract in June. The 
news of the veteran coach's dismissal 
immediately brouglit a storm of pro- 
test from students and Athenians. 

NO OFFICIAL ACTION. 

Coach Stegeman, when interviewed 
by reporters, declared that no official 
action had been taken in regard to 
Coach White. He said, however, that 
the financial condition of the athletic 
association was such that some staff 
readjustments would have to be made. 
Coach White, Stegeman said, would be 
the first to go, since baseball has been 
losing money. 

Coach White may be employed as 
seasonal baseball coach, the athletic 
director added. If kept on such a 
basis, Coach White would be at the 
university only from March through 
May and would be paid on that basis. 

No definite action ,will be taken 
until the meeting of the university ath- 
letic board late in June, Coach Stege- 
man told reporters tonight. 

Rumors that Coach White would be 
dismissed had been current here for 
several days, and a group of students 
began circulating a petition last night 
when they received reliable informa- 
tion that Bill White had been re- 
leased. Student leaders tonight said 
there were at least 500 names on the 
several petitions being circulated. 
They added that they would have more 
than 1,000 before Friday. The signers 
of the petition included practically 
every student leader on the university 
campus. Members of the Georgia base- 
ball team were among the signers. 


LEADERS SIGN PAPER. 

Names of students on the paper 
included Delmar Thompson, president 
of the senior class; Charles Reynolds, 
editor-in-chief of the Red and Black; 
Lloyd C. Irwin, secretary and treasur- 
er of the senior class; Billy Hazle- 
hurst, president of the Panhellenic 
Council; Crozier Wood, captain of 
the polo team; Jim Cobb, president 
of the Thalian-Blackfriars Dramatic 
Club, and a host of other student lead- 
ers. 

The season just closed marks the 
end of Coach White’s thirteenth as 
baseball coach. Since he took over 
the team Georgia has had an enviable 
baseball record. No southern base- 
ball team can claim the edge over 
the Bulldogs in games won during 
the past 13 years. As a matter of 
fact, the Bulldog records will show 
that Coach White's teams have an 
edge on their opponents. Georgias

Members of the Georgia baseball 
team went on record as being violent- 
ly opposed to Coach White’s removal 
as baseball coach. Two of them even 
announced that they would not play 
baseball again at Georgia if Bill 
White did not return next spring.

SUN OF THE PRESIDENT 


DEFENDS J.P. MORGAN 


BOSTON, May 25.—(#)—James 
Roosevelt, son of the president, said 
tonight J. P. Morgan, “his partners 
and probably many others like him in 
a lesser way, have in no way violated 
the letter of the law and have acted 
strictly within their legal rights.” 

,Commenting, in a prepared address, 
on’ the senate banking investigation 
and Mr. Morgan’s testimony that he 
had paid no income tax in the United 
States in 1931 and 1932, Roosevelt 
said: “The legal fault lies not with 
Mr. Morgan, but with the law and 
those who drew the law and allowed 
such a thing te be.” 

He said Mr. Morgan, his friends, 
and many others, “have taken advan- 
tage of what the law allowed, and 
you and I will agree they probably 
would have been unhuman if they had 
not done so.” 

Referring to Calvin Coolidge, Colo- 
nel Charles A, Lindbergh, Charles 
Francis Adams and others as private 
citizens who received the opportunity 
to purchase a certain stock at a price 
well below the market value, Roose- 
velt said: 

“There is nothing illegal in that. 
If Mr. Morgan came along to you to- 
morrow and told you how you could 
buy what he considered to a very 
good security on the market, for a 
price, well below what you could go 
out and buy it for yourself, you prob- 
ably would not miss the chance. If 
you had faith in Mr. Morgan’s judg- 
mene you would probably do nothing 
else

COBB STARTS SURVEY 
UF COTTON PROBLEMS 


WASHINGTOS, May 25.—(4)— 
C. A, Cobb, cotton production admin- 
istrator under the new farm Act, left 
today to make a survey to determine 
support which would be given any 
production control program affecting 
this year’s crop by southern cotton 
producers. 

Cobb said he will interview growers 
afid representatives of farm organiza- 
tions informally to ascertain if pro- 
ducers desire that measures be taken 
to rescue acreage and _ production. 
Most of the cotton in the south has 
been planted and any control program 
Apri involve plowing up portions 
of i 

On his return here early next week, 
Cobb said he “may call” a conference 
of producers and their representatives 
at which time a definite program may 
he devised. He said the calling of this 
conference will depend largely on the 
information obtained on’ the trip 
through the south. 

“Any program of production eontrol 
is the responsibility of the growers 
themselves,” Cobb said. “The ad- 
justment act essentially requires the 
full and voluntary co-operation of in- 
dividual producers. They  under- 
stand the problem: It is my purpose 
to find out what they are willing to 
do about it.” 

A decision to make the survey 
was made after Cobb conferred with 
Secretary Wallace, George N. Peek, 
chief administrator, and Chester C. 
Davis, production administrator, 

Cobb, whose home was at Atlanta. 
where for many years he has edited 
farm magazines, plans to confer there 
with producers tomorrow.

Counsel for Mrs. “Nini” Jelke, 27, 
pale Alabama beauty, in an attempt 
te break down completely her hus- 
band’s charge of misconduct with a 
mysterious, unnamed man, will intro- 
duce as a.witness, Mrs. Ethel Hart- 
man, of Birmingham, Ala., who, it bas 
been ed, rented rooms to couples 
“for an hour or so at’a time.” 

F.. Frazier Jelke, 53, New York 
and Chicago broker, has charged his 
slender, blond wife, with occupying 
one of Mrs. Hartman’s rooms on two 
occasions in company of a man re- 
ferred to only as “the Major.” In ad- 
dition, he accused her of cruelty. and 
desertion. In her cross-suit, Mrs. Jelke 
charges cruelty and non-support. 

She has denied ever making the dt- 
quaintance of Mrs. Hartman or that 
she knew a man called “Major.” She 
has deified. ever being guilty of mis- 
conduct with any man. Her counsel 
have offered to impeach the testimony 
of Mrs. Effie Wagner Bailey. Bir- 
mingham divorcee, who was Jelke’s 
star witness, testifying that she had 
seen Mrs. Jelke in a bedroom of the 
Hartman apartment with “the Ma- 
jor.” Judge Charles A. Walsh re- 
jected the offer temporarily, saying 
he might accept it later if he thought 
it necessary. 

Mrs. Hartman, a surprise witness 
whom Mrs. Jelke’s counsel have been 
trying to locate for weeks, will “talk 
freely,” Attorney Paul Slade said. 

Her testimony is of vital impor- 
tance because, according to Rhode 
Island custom, in the case of a cross 
divorce suit where misconduct is al- 
leged but not proved, the decree is 
awarded to the accused. party. Thus. 
if Mrs. Jelke succeeds in disposing of 
the misconduct allegations she may 
win the divorce. 

Witnesses for Jelke have testified’ 
that Mrs. Hartman demanded a large 
sum of money to be a witness in his 
behalf.

Other witnesses for Mrs, Jelke will 
precede her and at conclusion of her 
testimony rebuttal witnesses for Jelke 
will be on the stand. These will in- 
clude Jelke himself, his son, Bartho- 
lomay, and the latter's attractive 
young wife. They will attempt to re- 
fute Mrs. Jelke’s testimony that the 
broker, in a fit of rage. blackened 
her eye.
